* has already bogus to ule the fame Cruelties and Vio- 
‘ lences upon your Majefty’s Subjcéts there, as he has 
‘ lately practifed in his own’ Dominions, and in all other 
* Places, where he has got Power enough to deftroy. 
* Laftly, the Fren¢h King’s Declaration of War againk 
* the Crown of Spain is who'ly grounded upon its Friend- 
‘ fhip to your Majefty’s Royal Perfon; and no orber Caufe 
‘of denouncing War againit it is therein alleged, than 
‘ the Refolutions taken in that Court to favour your Ma 
* jefty, whom he moft injurioufly terms, the Ufurper of 
* England ; an Infolence never enough to be refeated aad 
* detelted by your Majeſty's Subjects. 

‘ After our humble Reprefentation of all thefe Parti- 
‘ culars to your Majefty, if your Majefty fhall think fr 
‘to enter into a War againft France, we humbly affure 
‘ your Mayefty, that we will give you fuch Affliftancé, 
* in a Parliamentary Way, as thal! enable your Majeity to 
‘ fupport and go through the fame: And we fhall not
